*o cruel the blow to hope, that the 
town seemed stunned. It moved list- 
lessly at work while ta the honey- 
combs of mine shafts, a mile under- 
ground, rescue workers still tolled, 
sewing 47 bodies of once strong men 
into 47 canvass shrouds. The 47 will 
never be seen In flub again. They 
will be brought to the surface, maybe 
tonight, maybe not for another day. 
sealed la caskets, and buried, most of 
them, in the Jackson cemetery. 


S a, m. Gas Bad 


As to the manner of their death, it 


seemed clear. "3 a. m. gas very bad," 
read one note scrawled in a trembling 
hand on a bit of paper and then wa* 
the single figure "4" still In more 
ahaky outlines. 
It told it* story. 


At 4 a. m.' the poison ga* had choked 
into Insensibility the man who wanted 
to leave behind him some record of 
his death. Death came without suf- 
fering, B. 0. Pickard, chief of the 
government's rescue workers, believ- 
ed. Pieced together from what tbe 
rude tomb on the 4,360 foot level of 
the mine told when the rescue crew 
broke into it at nine o'eJoek but night, 
the story of the'final tajs* far tlf* 
waa something Itte ihbK .

SOLDIER BONUS 
BILL IS VETOED 


BY PRESIDENT 


"Neither Treasury Nor Tax- 


payers Oaa Assume Bur- 


den," He Writes 


Washington. Sept. 19— President 


Harding today vetoed the soldier 
bonus bill. He sent the measure 
back to congress with a message 
saying he could not sign it, be- 
cause it provided no means for 
paying the more than $4,000,000,- 
000 involved. Neither the treas- 
ury nor the taxpayers can assume 
the bonus burden at this time, 
Harding said. 
The president today completed his 


long veto measure, and it was sent 
to the capitol lat» this afternoon. Har- 
dlng's message was about 2,500 words, 
and vigorous in tone. 


The message presented detail* 
in 


support of the contention that the, 
treasury or the taxpayers are in no 
condition to stand the burden that 
would be Imposed by the bonus. 


House leaders had not made up their 


minds this afternoon whether they 
would try to get action immediately 
on the bonus or let it go over until 
tomorrow.

Bonus supporters virtually

doned hope today that an adjusted 
compensation bill can be made Into 
law at this sesalon of congress. 


Awaiting official word from the ex- 


ecutive, but without hope that it would 
lie favorable, bonus advocates made a 
Inal drive to line up sufficient votes 
to override the veto, it was learned. 
It was admitted -that they face-almost 
certain defeat. An eleventh hour poll 
pf the full senate.

»d that 34 senators, one more than Is 
required, will vote to sustain the ve- 
to.

Under Amortization Plan Mortgage 


Never "Cornea Due" and h 


Paid Off Gradually 


George H. Grove'r of Junction City 


is president of the Portage County 
National Farm Loan association, an 
organization which is aiding farmers 
with long term loans or mortgages 
"that never come due." 


Although the association, which is 


under the supervision of the Federal 
Land Bank at St. Paul, has been op- 
erating in Portage county for nearly 
a year, and many farmers have tak- 
en advantage of its service, few peo- 
ple know the manner in which the 
loans are made and paid off. 


Albert H. Dakins, of Plover, is vice- 


preMdont of the Portage county as- 
sociation and V. P. Atwell is the sec- 
retary-treasurer. 
The advantages of 


a long-term loan "that never comes 
due'' has been appreciated by many 
Portage county farmers, who nave 
taken advantage of the plan. 


The Portage County loan associa- 


tion is under the supervision of the 
United States government, and has a 
charter, issued by the treasury de- 
partment, under .supervision of the 
Federal Farm loan board. 


The loans are made, and are paid 


under an amortization plan. To il- 
lustrate this plan the case of a far- 
mer who borrows $5,000 is taken. The 
borrower is requii ed to make pay- 
ments which are, equivalent to pay- 
ing six and one-half per cent on his 
loan—that is, he must pay $32.50 
every six months for each (1,000 bor- 
rowed. These senti-annual payments 
are called amortization installments, 
and they not only pay all the interest 
on the debt, ;but In 34 and one-half 
years pay off the' entire debt itself. 
Beginning with fhe >ery first Install- 
ment a part of each payment or one 
per cent or more'of the loan is ap- 
plied on the principal, reducing the 
debt and stopping Interest on the am- 
ount so applied. Inasmuch as the in- 
terest becomes less as each succe«d- 
ing installment is paid, the portion 
of these installments that is applied 
on the loan grows larger and larger 
with each successive payment and Uw 
debt is reduced with incre&lng rap- 
idity.

the borrower is permitted to make ad- 
ditional payments of $100 or any mul- 
tiple of $100 on the principal or to 
pay up the loan in full on any in- 
terest date.

Madison, Sept. 16—State regulations 


compelling every potato shipper to 
take out a certificate of inspection, 
bar* be«a abandoned7by tbe state of 
Wisconsin in favor of the federal in- 
spection certificates, which arc option- 
al to the shipper, B. B. Jones, potato 
expert of the department of markets, 
announced today. 


State grading rules will be enforc- 


ed more strictly than ever before, how- 
ever, Jones said, and every 
ware- 


bouse man hi responsible to the state 
for the marking of every sack with 
the grade and net weight. 


Only about 25 potato inspectors will 


be needed for the carlot inspection 
necessary for the issuance of the Joint 
state-federal certificates. 
About 400 


were employed last year when state 
regulations compelled the inspection 
and certification of every car. 


The fee for the federal-state op* 


tional inspection will be $3 a car. and 
such inspections will be made only on 
request of the shipper. Applications 
for inspection should be made to the 
department of markets in Madison, or 
to supervising district inspectors as 
follows:

All shippers must furnish their own 


tags, the same as they did two years 
ago, as official tags such as were 
used last year cannot be used this 
year.

Penalty for violation ot 
the state grading rules is a maximum 
fine of |500, or six months' imprison- 
ment, and the marketing department 
may revoke the right of any violator 
to nse the grades, thereby prohibiting 
him from exporting potatoes.
